A paranotac is a person suffering from 
paranoia. Stedman’s definition of para- 
noia is a functional mental disorder 
marked by the presence of systema- 
tized delusions without other symptoms 
ot Insanity. The two words from which 
it is derived mean “against” and 1 
| think.” It is a form of insanity char- 
acterized by crooked thinking—-an ina- 
_ bility to reason 4iogically, or to think 

straight on certain subjects. The para- 

nolac is frequently ‘shrewd, sharp, and 
cunning. Oftentimes he is exceptionally 
brilliant. In the early stages of his dis- 
order, almost as a rule, he has a mind 
that is superior to the average. As time 
‘passes the quality of his mind degen- 
erates. 

As a rule, he is not disturbed particu- 
larly by his emotions. The man with a 
paranoid personality is not a paranoiac. 
He is off his balance enough to fit poorly 
into society, but not enough to warrant 
his confinement. But he is a hard citi- 
zen to get along with. He makes a 
poor neighbor, a poor business associate, 
a poor employé or employer, a poor hus- 
band and a poor father. 


Dr. A. W. Stearnes, writing tm the 


Massachusetts Mental Health Primer, 
says of the paranoid personalities: 
5 These individuals are peculiarly sen- 
sitive. Their ego id dominant and they 
care more for its mptings than for 
the commendations of the people. They 
frequently head reform movements, but 
more frequently, they live, a thorn in 
the flesh of their associates, quibbling 
over the social transgressions of their 
neighbors, and attempting numerous so- 
cial measures, the main motive for which 
is a dlind struggle against majority 
rule. Among these will be found sym- 
pathisers with the enemy in time of 
war, conscientious objectors and mem- 
bers of all sorts of ‘anti’ societies.”
